WITH PINEAL GLAND INJECTION 


Dr. L. G. Rowntree Previously 
Found Thymus Extract Re- 
sulted in Rapid Maturity.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 10.—Dr. 


Leonard G. Rowntree announced 


yesterday he had discovered that 
injection of an extract of the pineal 
gland into rats results in off- 
spring being dwarfs whose weight 
increases at only half the normal 
rate. 

Dr. Rowntree, director of the 
Philadelphia Institute for Medical 
Research, several months ago an- 
nounced that injection of an extract 
of thymus gland into rats caused 
their offspring to mature in about 
one-sixth the normal time. But 
how the glands balance one an- 
other in controlling the rate of 
growth and maturity “raises ques- 
tions the geneticists can’t yet an- 
swer,” Dr. Rowntree said.

Among 300 Just Elected in Eng!and 
and Wales.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—England and 
Wales elected more than 300 Mayors 
yesterday.

“The associated Socialists and 
Communists,” Le Temps asserted, 
“were the first to attempt to dis- 
credit Doumergue in republican 
eyes by charging him with install- 
ing Fascism in a country of demo- 
cratic liberties. However laughable 
the charge may be, it little by little 
found credit with the radicals.

Eighteen complete locomotives 
will be built at the Pennsylvania's 
Altoona works, and the works also 
will supply the electrical propulsion 
and control apparatus for 25 addi- 
tional engines to be built at the 
Baldwin locomotive works at Ed- 
dystone, Pa. 

The General Electric Co. at Erie 
will build 14 complete locomotives 
and the electrical propulsion and 
control apparatus for nine addi- 
tional engines.

“The past century held up the 
principle of the social equality of 
man. The Fascist century upholds 
the equality of all men before the 
world, both in duty and right. 

“However, the theory of equality 
in this ight does not exclude, but 
on the contrary requires, a differ- 
entiation of hierarchies.” 

Viewing the corporate state from 
the international viewpoint, he said: 

“It means an increase in nation- 
al power toward world expansion. 
It is only in the international field 
that races and nationalisms can be 
measured, and this is bound to 
happen, despite our wish for peace 
and co-operation, some day when 
Europe shall inevitably find herself 
at another parting of the ways of 
her destiny. 

“In the moment of crisis from the 
ills of its economic system, the 
world must move toward creation 
of a new economic system—the 
Fascist one.” 

Shouts of “Giuro” (I swear) went 
up from the audience and arms 
were raised in the Fascist salute. 

Mussolini summed up the eight 
years of preparatory work leading 
to the institution of the corpora- 
tions and emphasized that capital 
and labor were expected to work 
together for the success of the en- 
terprise. 

It has been predicted that the 
Chamber of Deputies will be abol- 
ished if the corporative scheme gets 
into smooth running order.

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NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—General 
Motors. Corporation announced 
yesterday a new policy designed to 
stagger the introductions of new 
models and spread employment 


over the year. The announcement 
was contained in the quarterly re- 
port to stockholders of Alfred P. 
Sloan Jr., president. 

Sloan said that in the future cer- 
tain new models would be intro- 
duced in the late summer or early 
fall, as distinguished from the in- 
troduction of all new models at 
the end of the year, or the begin- 
ning of the following year, the cur- 
rent practice of the industry in 
general. 

“The change is being made,” the 
report said, “directly in the inter- 
est of the wage earner, with the 
hope that a possible contribution 
can be made toward improving the 
continuity of his employment. The 
problem is to be attacked by an 
attempt to level the curve of con- 
sumer sales.” 

Cites Code Restrictions. 

Sloan said the unbalanced situa- 
tion in production, requiring addi- 
tional workers and longer hours 
during the peak season to offset 
the slack in the off-season, “has 
been intensified to the detriment 
of the wage earner and to the na- 
tional economy in general by the 
code restrictions incident to the 
program of national recovery. 

“While it is recognized that the 
selling of straw hats in the winter 
time is bound to be of limited suc- 
cess,’ he continued, “nevertheless, 
the corporation is determined to 
do what it can in the spirit of 
helpfulness and co-operation, in the 
interest of its workers, whom it 
recognizes as vital contributors to 
the success of its business.” 

Hinting that the price-raising ef- 
fort of the administration had 
tended to impair living standards, 
Sloan said economic policies had 
been adopted which reduced or 
eliminated that margin between 
workers’ income and the cost of 
living “in which lies the possibili- 
ty of substantially increasing the 
man hours of total employment.” 

“The result is bound to be a re- 
duction in total employment and 
in the standard of living,” Sloan 
said. “It is to be hoped that soon- 
er or later this elementary but 
fundamental fact will be mote gen- 
ee recognized and  appreciat- 
ed.” 

Report on Earnings. 

Sloan reported the earnings of 
the company as 48 cents a share 
in the September quarter, against 
72 cents in the 1933 period, as an- 
nounced several days ago. 

The corporation showed current 
assets on Sept. 30 of $364,726,899, 
against current liabilities of $72,- 
884,105. The comparable figures for 
Sept. 30, 1933, were $354,113,887 and 
$68,821,574. 

The corporation had cash assets 
of $775,349,625 on Sept. 30, com- 
pared with $180,782,124 a year 
earlier; Government obligations of 
$29,612,198, against $26,003,170, and 
other marketable paper of $3,001,- 
758, against $25,780,878.

The system that city used is the elec- 
tion of Aldermen at large, without refer- 
ence to the wards in which they live or 
to the party Yo which they belong. Any- 
one who can get a sufficient number of 
signers to a petition may run in the pri- 
mary election. for Alderman, and from 
this group nine Aldermen are elected. At 
the same time, any person may by the 
same method get on the primary ticket 
and from this group is finally elected a 
Mayor. The Mayor then appoints all the 
officers except the Aldermen, Because of 
his great responsibility, there must be 
some sort of check against him. 

Detroit has used the recall and it has 
been effective. One of the Mayors who 
was suspected of grave irregularities 
came out rather suddenly, and to my 
knowledge the succeeding ones have been 
quite circumspect. 

The system broke the power of a no- 


torious ward heeler who controlled and | 


delivered one of the wards in a manner 
similar to that in which one of our own 
wards is controlled and delivered. It at- 
tracted such men as John C. Lodge and 
John Vernon to the aldermanic office, 
and a host of able men to the various 
other city offices. It would not permit 
needed financial legislation to be side- 
tracked because a group of Aldermen 
blocked it on the ground it would hurt 
their little portion of the city. The alder- 
manic board would be able to keep a large 
view of the needs of the whole city be- 
fore it, unhampered by sectional prej- 
udices, GUY STAUFFER.

N A recent speech, ex-Senator Reed of 

Missouri said: “It is high time to sound 
the retreat from Moscow.” He is a little 
matter of five years behind time with 
that assertion.

Chief Justice Hughes expressed this same opinion 
in the Minnesota moratorium decision. Justice Bran- 
deis had already expressed it in the Oklahoma ice 
case. Justice Roberts expressed it in the first New 
York milk decision, and now Justice Cardozo has ex- 
pressed it in the second New York milk decision. 
The first decision in the New York milk cases sus- 
tained the State’s constitutional right to fix the price 
of milk. It was a 5-to-4 decision. The second 
decision, which was unanimous, related to complaint 
by a dealer that he could not pay farmers the mini- 
mum price fixed for milk by the code and continue in 
business. The court answered that if his competitors 
could do it, his own inefficiency, not the code, was at 
fault. Justice Cardozo, who wrote the opinion, said: 


Whether a wise statecraft will favor or con- 
demn this exaltation of the strong is a matter of 
legislative policy with which the courts are not 
concerned. To pass judgment on it, there is need 
that the field of vision be expanded to take in all 
the contestants in the race for economic welfare, 
and not some of them only. 

The small dealer may suffer, but the small pro- 
ducer may be helped, and an industry vital to 
the State thus rescued from extinction. Such, at 
any rate, is the theory that animates the statute, 
if we look to the official declaration of the pur- 
pose of its framer.... 

The question is not for us whether the working 
of the law has verified the theory or disproved 
it. At least, a law so animated is rescued from 
the reproach of favoritism for the powerful to the 
prejudice of the lowly. If the orders made there- 
under are not arbitrary fiats, the courts. will 
stand aloof. 


These decisions are important, indicating as they 
do political and social trends in the United States. 
Chief Justice Hughes said in the Minnesota mora- 
torium decision: 


The interrelation of the activities of our people 
and the complexity of our economic interests 
have inevitably led to an increased use of the 
organization of society in order to protect the 
very bases of individual opportunity. 

Where, in earlier days, it was thought that 
only the concerns of individuals or of classes 
were involved, and that those of the state itself 
were touched only remotely, it has later been 
found that the fundamental interests of tfie state 
are directly affected; and that the question is no 
longer merely that of one party to a contract as 
against another, but of the use of reasonabie 
means to safeguard the economic structure upon 
which the good of all depends. 


As society develops, it becomes more complex. Its 
organization is closer. Th€ conception of society is 
in itself a species of discipline. The rights of the 
individual must give way to the good of all. Justice 
Roberts said in the New York milk case: 


Under our form of government, the use of prop- 
erty and the making of contracts are normally 
matters of private and not of public concern... 
But neither property rights nor contract rights 
are absolute; for government cannot exist if the 
citizen may at will use his property to the detri- 
ment of his fellows, or exercise his freedom of 
contract to work them harm. Equally funda- 
mental with the private right is that of the pub- 
lic to regulate it in the common interest. ... 
The fifth amendment, in the field of Federal 
activity, and the fourteenth, as respecting state 
action, do not prohibit governmental regulation 
for the public welfare, 


We have not yet found our way out of unemploy- 
ment, and we have by this time learned how im- 
probable it is that Congress will find a way out for 
us. Even before the elections of this week, the Ohio 
plan, already in operation, had taken precedence over 
Upton Sinclair’s famous EPIC. There is a plan form- 
ing in Minnesota, as there will be plans in other 
States. Both Florida and Louisiana have exempted 
small homes from taxation, the one fixing the ex- 
emption limit at $5000, the other at $3000. Nebraska 
has voted for a one-chamber Legislature. 

Justice Brandeis said in the Oklahoma ice case: 


Some say that our present plight is due, in 
large measure, to the discouragement to which 
social and economic invention has been subject- 
ed. I cannot believe that the framers of the 
fourteenth amendment, or the states which rati- 
fied it, intended to leave us helpless to correct 
the evils of technological unemployment and ex- 
cass productive capacity which the march of in- 
vention and discovery have entailed. There must 
be power in the states and the nation to remold 
through experimentation our economic practices 
and institutions to meet changing social and eco- 
nomic needs.

This award, the happy idea of an 
anonymous donor, is given for conspicuous service 
to the city, and aside from the honor it confers upon 
outstanding St. Louisans, it has a stimulating effect 
upon hundreds of others. The award gives vigor 
to the incentive to do something notable for the com- 
munity. 

Mr. Nolte is a city institution. Since 1917, he has 
sat, like Cerberus, at the door of the City Treasury, 
guarding it from raids. His growl is ferocious. His 
bite is worse. Unlike the proverbial diplomat, when 
Mr. Nolte says “No!” he doesn’t mean “Yes,” or even 
“Perhaps.” He means “No!” It is due largely to his 
sound policies that St. Louis enters the sixth year of 
the depression with a financial standing far higher 
than most large American cities.

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ST. LOUIS ON THE GRIDIRON. 

St. Louis is on its way up in football. Major in- 
terest for the moment centers on the professional 
game. Through the purchase of the Cincinnati fran- 
chise, the city is now a member of the National 
League of Professional Football, with the Gunners 
carrying the organizational colors. 

In their new status, the Gunners will have a posi- 
tion in public sentiment which could never have 
been theirs as an independent team. Heretofore, 
their contests have been exhibitions. Even so, the 
attendance has been satisfactory. Now, they will be 
battling for their place in the official sun—for the 
kudos and the coin to be won in the crucible of cham- 
pionship competition. The drama of the profes- 
sional diamond will be enacted on the professional 
gridiron. The atmosphere in which the Giants and 
Cardinals duel on a summer afternoon will be re- 
created as the Gunners battle, say, with the Chicago 
Bears for the pennant. Not this season, though. 
Along with the Cincinnati franchise, the Gunners take 
over Cincinnati’s cellar standing in the struggle. But 
1935 is only a year away. 

Professional football is definitely here. Its de- 
velopment has been swift, from an adventure under 
unpropitious auspices into an established institu- 
tion. This is to be accounted for, in part at least, 
by the depression. The college graduate of these 
troubled years has stepped into something like an 
economic vacuum. Those darlings of the gods, the 
football heroes, to whom gainful opportunity in many 
attractive guises came a-wooing, found a world as 
chillingly uninterésted as did the spectacled valedic- 
torian. Like the scholastic elect who could find no 
doors to open with their Phi Beta Kappa keys, so 
the triple-threaters found the once-inviting securities 
marts gray, solemn mausoleums. 

So the boy who could kick a football across the 
Hellespont, or rifle it like a bullet to a galloping col- 
league, or tuck the oval under his arm and race like 
a thunderbolt to the promised land where the touch- 
down blooms—to him the professional game appeared 
like a ministering angel with her hands full of money 
—or, anyhow, a job—and there he is. 

Meantime, history has been making, locally, in col- 
lege football. Washington University, which a little 
while ago was a ragged, discarded teddy bear, has 
snapped into efficiency, confidence and accomplish- 
ment under the tutelage of Jimmy Conzelman. The 
once poor little plaything of the valley is now “a 
Bear that walks like a man,” a ferocious old fellow 
that almost mangled the undefeated Illini of Bob 
Zuppke and is strewing the chalk-marked glebe with 
the bones of the vanquished. 

St. Louis really seems to be headed for a football 
future. 
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WHEN IS 7 O'CLOCK?

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YOUTH IS SERVED. 
If anything of satisfaction can be found by St. 
‘Louis Republicans in last Tuesday’s second Roose- 
velt landslide, it must be by the younger members 
of the party, who have chafed under domination of 
its affairs by the group which made it truly the 
Grand Old Party. 
To them belongs the satisfaction of saying to the 
hoary Republican general staff, ‘‘We told you so.” 
Not that it would have made any difference in the 
election results this year, but they may point out 
that the young men placed in office by the Democrats 
give that party new life; that these new officers, 
with their rapidly extending circles of personal in- 
fluence, will be formidable opponents even for elderly 
Republican wheel-horses who can accept defeat, after 
24 years in office, with the classic comment: “When 
I took the job, I had a feeling it might not be per- 
manent.” 
These young Republicans who took part in a pro- 
test meeting against the old State leaders at Jef- 
ferson City two years ago, of which nothing came, 
may well make a point of the recognition accorded 
young Democrats—young men who bring the average 
age of new St. Louis officeholders to 44, as compared 
with 55 for their erstwhile Republican opponents. 
The new congressional delegation averages 45 
years, while the average age of those who ran on 
the Republican ticket is 61. The newly elected Cir- 
cuit Judges, averaging 42, are five years wounger 
than the defeated Republican nominees. The three 
Democrats who will go to the State Senate average 
49; their Republican opponents, 52. For the re- 
mainder of the important local offices, the Demo- 
crats average 44—or 14 years younger than their op 
ponents. 
In building the Republican party back to its St. 
Louis war strength, perhaps more attention will be 
paid to the Shakespearean verity: “Youth is nim- 
ble; age is lame.”

16 Years After the Armistice 


Only half a generation after the World War ended, talk is heard that another huge 
conflict is inevitable; writer admits the danger, but thinks no nation will delib- 
erately choose to fight; declares that best way to keep peace is to take prompt 
steps to adjust international differences, and to let no grievances accumulate.

IXTEEN years have passed _ since the 
S word “Armistice” traveled over cables 

and on radio waves to bring relief and 
joy to hundreds of millions of anxious, suf: 
fering people. 

Never before was peace so gladly ac- 
claimed. .In all history, Nov. 1¥1, 1918, was 
unique. It marked the end of the most de- 
structive war ever waged by men. When 
fighting stopped, the tumult of rejoicing was 
heard around the world. 

Sixteen years is a relatively brief space 
of time—just half a generation. Yet with- 
in these 16 years in more than one land war 
is gaining fresh recognition as an instru- 
ment of national policy. We hear talk of 
inevitable wars, of unavoidable conflicts in 
Europe and in Asia toward which the en- 
tire civilized world is helplessly drifting. 

No informed person in Europe or in the 
United States advocates war as a profit- 
able enterprise. The four years between 
1914 and 1918 clearly dispelled that ancient 
illusion. Victors and vanquished equally 
lost. Germany could not and did not pay the 
reparations. No one pretends that Germany 
will ever again make any important pay- 
ment on that account. In fact, tacitly the 
Allies have consented to wiping the slate. 

We have not even collected the loans we 
made the Allies for waging the war. After 16 
years, principal and interest amount to some 
11 billions. Payments have been suspended. 
Few expect ever to see a resumption of pay- 
ments. We have reached a stalemate with 
our foreign associates. We will not or can- 
not forgive. They will not or cannot pay. 
So the obligations defaulted embarrass us 
and them in numerous ways. 
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If none can or will pay the debts or the 
reparations which resulted from the World 
War, all are enduring the losses due to those 
years of madness. The burned houses were 
destroyed. The dead men are gone. Dur- 
ing the next 50 years and longer, every 
large nation which participated in the war 
will be paying pensions to the survivors 
and the dependents of survivors. If past 
experience in this matter indicates the fu- 
ture, we alone will expend a hundred bil- 
lion dollars on veterans’ relief during the 
generations to come. 

The last world war left us a heritage 
of millions dead and of billions of unpayable 
debts. The next world war, if prosecuted 
with the furious tenacity of the last, might 
depopulate most of Europe. 

Everybody senses this. Everybody in Eu- 
rope and America knows that the net re- 
sult of the last war was a loss, and that 
every nation shared in that loss. 

The wiser statesmen of Japan do not 
deny these truths, although the Japanese 
military authority has used warfare as a 
means of imposing Japanese will on Man- 
churia and on other sections of China. Per- 

haps the Manchurian adventure is account- 
ed a profitable one in Japan. It is, however, 
too soon to add up the items of that account 
and to strike the balance. 

Even the Japanese Generals are altogeth- 


er too well-informed to look for profits 
from any large-scale war. A prolonged war 
with Russia or a war with the United 


States would not benefit the Japanese peo- 
ple or strengthen the Japanese Government. 
A long and costly war might easily reduce 
Japan to a minor place in the category of 
nations. Intelligent Japanese realize these 
facts. 

Why, then, do so many :csponsible peo- 
ple who siiicereiy want peace talk about the 
inevitable catastrophe of a great European 
or a great Asiatic war? The answer is not 
hard to find. 

In every country, irresponsible politicians 
and publicists play with the possibilities of 
war. We have such in the United States. 
On his Virginia farm, Billy Mitchell is an 
amiable breeder of horses. Before a con- 
gressional committee, former Gen. (Viitiess 
Mitchell of the air forces is a noisy )chauvi- 
nist bellowing about the inevitable war with 
Japan. ‘ 

Of course, war with Japan is not inevi- 
table or even probable. But the irrespon- 
sible war talk of excitable Generals here or 
abroad helps to make the improbable more 
probable. 
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We can assume that, during the next few 
years, most nations are going to determine 
their policies by what they consider their 
self-interest. The policy which cach gov- 
ernment thinks best for itself is going to be 
adopted, regardless of its effects elsewhere. 
Of this we may be certain. 

It is fortunate war does not in reality 
offer seductive profits to any people or gOv- 
ernment. Whoever fights loses and, with the 
record of the World War at hand, no states- 
man dares pretend otherwise. No country, 
accordingly, will deliberately choose to fight 
a@ great war. 

None needs to stumble into war. After 
all, conflicts between nations arise out of 
tangible differences. An act must be com- 
mitted, a policy espoused, an order issued, 
before war is possible, even under the most 
excited conditions. 

It is entirely possible now and in the 
months and years ahead to consider and to 
adjust the actual differences between na- 
tions. It is not only possible but the self- 
interest of every government demands it. 
War is the national equivalent of suicide. 

We can best protect ourselves by prevent- 
ing the accumulation of grievances against 
us. Our representatives wil] go as far in 
making considerate adjustments with other 
governments as they think public opinion 

will approve. If we want to arrange the 
conditions most conducive to peace, we can 
do so. We must, however, from time to 
time consider the point of view and the in- 
terests of other peoples. This may be dif- 
ficult, but it is not an impossible price to 
pay for peace in this world.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 10.— 
Allegations of fraud and irregulari- 


ties in Tuesday’s election have been 
placed before’ the Computation 
Board conducting the official count, 
by almost 20 Democratic election 
overseers. 

A. E. Hurshman, counsel for the 
Democratic City Committee, indi- 
cated that election of several Re- 
publican Congressmen and State 
legislators may be contested. 

Judge Raymond MacNeille, a 
member of the Computation Board, 
said changes should be made in 
the electrical voting machines. He 
disclosed that errors resulting from 
use of the machines had caused 
disfranchisement of many voters. 

The allegations to the Computa- 
tions Board include intimidation of 
voters, assaults on Democratic 
watchers, failure to swear in elec- 
tion boards, and failure to open 
polling places on time.

FRITZ KREISLER PLAYS | 
AS SYMPHONY SOLOIST 


Audience of More Than 3000 
Hears Violinist in Municipal 
Audtorum. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

RITZ KREISLER appeared as 
F an orchestral soloist in St. Louis 

for the first time since 1921 yes- 
terday afternoon at the Municipal 
Auditorium. In collaboration with 
Viadimir Golschmann and the St. 
Louis Symphony orchestra he 
played the Brahms D Major violin 
@oncerto in the presence of an 
audience numbering more than 
3000. Needless to say, it was a 
musical event of the first import- 
ance. It was also an artistic tri- 
umph for all the participants. 

For those obsessed with the “rug- 
gedness” of the Brahms concerto 
Kreisler, perhaps, with his incom- 
parable spiritual delicacy and power 
of suggestion, is not the ideal man 
to play it. But unless one is ready 
to contend that there is a definitive 
interpretation for every musical 
masterpiece, there can be no legiti- 
mate dispute with an artist who 
through conscious or unconscious 
selection is concerned most with 
those qualities of a work which are 
ordinarily regarded as recessive. 

As a matter of fact Kreisler’s 
treatment of the D. Major concerto 
is more in accord with the modern 
feeling -for Brahms than a more 
muscular kind of interpretation 
would be. At the bottom of most 
of Brahms’ music—including the 
violin concerto—is a German folk- 
song. And at the heart of every 
folk-song is a tenderness for life 
in its ordinary manifestations, for 
kuche, kinder, the little flowers 
nestling under the stones, the foot- 
fall in the forest and the mist drift- 
ing in from the sea. It was charac- 
teristic of Brahms that this essen- 
tial sweetness was often expressed 
in terms of its opposite. Hence the 
tradition of his “forbidding exterior” 
which has been so often abetted by 
pedantic kappelmeisters and un- 
imaginative virtuosi. 

True the transforming hand of 
Kreisler carried the music so far 
into the upper reaches that one 
was no longer conscious of its racial 
origins. Its North German poetry 
became a transcendent lyric cry 
of universal significance. But such 
is always the privilege of the artist 
and it can only be challenged when 
the connection between the ma- 
terial and its final expression is 
broken or when the ultimate ar- 
rangements of parts has ceased to 
have any inward logic. 

Work of the Orchestra. 

In the performance yesterday ev- 
erything that was done had some 
sort of premise in the text. The 
orchestra played with unhampered 
fullness, virility and richness of 
texture and the solo violin  pre- 
served a refinement—not so much 
of tone as of expression—even in 
its chord and octave passages. Yet 
no effect of one or the other be- 
ing out of scale was produced. The 
orchestra disclosed the subject mat- 
ter and the solo violin made its 
affecting comment or catching up 
a theme carried into a new, more 
intensified, more poignant’ exis- 
istence. It was an interplay, not

Brain Tumor Fatal to New 
Yorker — Was Son of Late 
St. Louis Pastor.

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Ivy Lee, 
publicity man for big business, died 
of a brain tumor yesterday. He 
had been a patient at St. Luke's 
Hospital since Oct. 28. He was 57 
years old. 

Mr. Lee was best known as the 
mouthpiece of John D. Rockefel- 
ler Jr., with whom he was asso- 
ciated as publicity adviser for 20 
years, Rockefeller rarely said any- 
thing for publication that did not 
come through Ivy Lee, and all ques- 
tions concerning the Rockefellers 
were referred to him. 

The Rockefellers, however, were 
not his only big clients. His firm 
represented many large corpora- 
tions, including Standard Oil, Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, Armour & Co., 
Bethlehem Steel and Interborough 
Rapid Transit. 

He also had clients outside the 
United States. Last summer a 
House investigating committee 
brought out that Lee had been re 
ceiving $25,000 a year from the Ger- 
man dye trust for giving advice 
on the relations between Germany 
and the American people. Other 
foreign clients were Rumania and 
Poland. 

The ful] list of Lee clients, how- 
ever, has never been made public. 

Ivy Lee started his career as a 
publicity man in 1903 after several 
years of newspaper work in New 
York. After serving the Citizens 
Union in a New York mayoralty 
campaign, and later the Democrat- 
ic committee, he turned to big 
business. His first big account was 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and he 
was so successful that the railroad 
persuaded him to drop other busi- 
ness and confine himself to the in- 
terests of the road. 

He became associated with the 
Rockefellers in 1914, during the 
strike against the Colorado Fuel & 
Iron Co., in which the Rockefellers 
held stock. He is credited with 
recommending much of the Rocke- 
feller philanthropic program which 
followed in later years. 

At the time of his death his firm 
included Thomas J. Ross, Burnham 
Carter, Francis Harcourt Parrish, 
James M. Ripley and his two sons, 
James W. Lee II. and Ivy Lee Jr. 

Born in Cedartown, Ga., on July 
16, 1877, Mr. Lee was the son of 
the late Rev. James W. Lee and 
the former Emma Ledbetter. His 
father for years was pastor of St, 
John’s Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, in St. Louis. Ivy Lee entered 
Emory College and later Princeton, 
from which he was graduated in 
1898. He then studied at Harvard 
and Columbia. He once gave this 
definition of his work for his 
clients: 

“Shaping their affairs so that 
when placed before the public they 
will be approved, and placing them 
‘before the public in the most favor- 
able light.” 

The walls of his office were cov- 
ered with pictures of industrialists, 
bankers and corporation officials.

7,500,000 Head Purchased and Offi- 
cials Think Administration 
Has Done Its Share.

— For 
four months the Federal Relief and 


Farm Administrations have been

tional show of colonial art at Na-| 
ples. The stamps were issued on be-| 
half of each of the four Italian colo- | 
nies, Cyrenaica, Eritrea, Italian 
Somaliland and Tripolitania. 


Each colonial group has 12 
stamps, six for regular postage and 
six for airmail, the values being 5 
centesimi to 1.25 lira and 25 centesi- 
mi to 2 lire, respectively. The 
stamps are of the label type, meas- 
uring approximately one and three- 
quarters by two inches. 

Designs of the four postage sets 
are alike for all values for a par- 
ticular colony, while the airmals of 
each colony carry two drawings. All 
of the stamps are bi-colored, either 
with contrasting- shades or varia- 
tions of the same color. 

Among the rather novel designs 
is that on the three low values of 
the Tripolitania airmails. Instead 
of an actual plane, only the shadow 
cast on the ground by an air ma- 
chine is used as the motif. 


Russian Airships. 


New airships under construction 
in Russia, similar in design to the 
Graf Zeppelin, comprise the theme 
for a new set of Russian airmail 
stamps soon to appear. The draw- 
ings are the work of the painter, 
V. V. Zavialov. 

There are five values, the 5-ko- 
pek, showing the airship Prvada, 
| now under construction, the 10- 
kopek, the landing of an airship, 
the 15-kopek, the airship Voroshilor, 
row under construction, the 20-ko- 
pek thé right motor group of an 
airship and the 30-kopék the proj- 
ected airship Lenin flying over its 
proposed mail route. 


Flag Cancellation. 


Arlington, Neb, with its 722 resi- 
dents, is no more than a dot on the 
Inap; still it has its attractions for 
philatelists. Its cancelation stamp 
in the form of a long “wavering” 
flag with 13 stars in one corner 
is widely sought after. 

Postmaster H. C. McClelland says 
that it is the starry flag design that 
attracts collectors and that he has

HandicappedChild 
Not Necessarily 
Limited in Work

HERE is probably no conscien- 
T tious parent in the world who, 

looking at his children, does not 
at some time say to himself: “If 
only I had been wiser or had had 
better advice.” 

Some fathers and mothers may 
be looking at lame or otherwise 
crippled children, others at children 
who are partially blind or have 
marked defects of vision. Still oth- 
ers may be regretting the partial 
or total deafness of a youngster. 

But there igs no reason for too 
much remorse. One can but do one’s 
best as far as one’s knowledge and 
wisdom go, and trust to nature to 
make up the deficit. 

The only way to redeem one’s 
errors is to help the child to over- 
come his handicap. To do this it 
is best not to dwell on it too much, 
and not to make unnecessary allow- 
ances for it. 

There is no reason to bring up a 
child who is crippled with the idea 
that activity must be eéliminated 
from his life; or the blind or deaf 
child with the preconception that 
certain lines of endeavor and suc- 
cess are forever closed to him. 

Much of the great achievement 
of mankind has been made in spite, 
perhaps because of, handicaps. The 
deaf man becomes the composer of 
some of the greatest music; the 
blind man describes the world from 
some second sight and makes it live 
to all eternity. 

Encourage the child, no matter 
what his handicap, to look on the 
whole world as his field of action. 
No one ever born is a hundred per 
cent perfect, and most fall far be 
low the ideal. Courage is the one 
essentia’ for life, and useless repin- 
ing does not mak: for courage. 

Let every child look upon the 
world as his oystér, and soméhow 
he will find the tools to open it and 
the ability to carry on.

Rest Cure for 
Tuberculosis 


A Desire to “Die in Peace” 
Led a Physician to a New 
Treatment.

NE day not long after the Civil 
War, a young midshipman gave 
up his career at the United 
States Naval Academy, which was 
then located at Newport, in order 
to devote himself to nursing his 
brother, who had contracted tuber- 
culosis. 

He lived in the same room with 
this brother. The windows of the 
room were kept tightly closed by 
order of the physician, so that no 
air could “damage” the affected 
lung. The two young men slept to- 
gether. After the brother's death, 
the former midshipman was so in- 
terested in the hope that the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis could be im- 
proved that he began to study med- 
icine. 

It was not until after he had 
started practice and had married 
that he discovered that he himself 
had contracted the disease. It was 
not unnatural, considering the con- 
tact exposure he had had while 
nursing his brother, but such things 
were unknown in those days. Even 
the germ of tuberculosis had not 
been discovered. 

A fellow physician told him he 
looked ill and insisted upon taking 
his temperature. It was 101 de- 
grees. Still unmalarmed, he decided 
to go to a specialist for an exam- 
ination. This specialist told him 
that his left lung Was bady affect- 
ed. In those days it was equiva- 
lent to a sentence of death, and 
young Mr. Trudeau calmly prepared 
for the end by going to his favor- 
ite hunting grounds in the Adiron- 
dack Mountains in order, as he said, 
that he could “die in the peace of 
the great wilderness.” All of his 
friends and his family were cer- 
tain that the only proper climate 
for tuberculosis was a mild and 
sunny one, and were. certain that 
he was risking his life by enduring

“Usually they are astonished and 


(a little peevish when a detective 
|taps them on the shoulder and tells 


them they are wanted,” said Ser- 
geant Barney Verheyen, command- 
er of Police Women to which de- 
partment of the City Detective Bu- 
reau all disappearance cases are 
first turned over. ‘“ ‘Whose business 
is it but my own if I want to live my 
own life?’ they inquire. Often they 
are surprised that anyone is con- 
cerned about them and that drop- 
ping out of their usual routine could 
create any disturbance. You would 
think it would be easy to lose your- 
self in a great city by changing 
your name and environment or by 
hopping a train and disappearing 
somewhere else in this vast country 
but there are our figures. 

“The obdurate ones,” continued 
the Sergeant, “usually are men who 
are running away from a burden- 
some or unhappy domestic situa- 
tion. For them we are careful to 
arm ourselves with a warrant from 
the Prosecuting Attorney charging 
abandonment of wife and family. 
Otherwise we would have to let 


them go. 
OW sympathy with these fel- 
lows nowadays if they are 
out of work, yet we know the right 
kind of man would rather stay and 
starve with his family than run 
away.” Sergt. Verheyen, who has 
been with the police department 
in one capacity and another for 
shook his head sadly. 


E HAVE a good deal of 


40 years, 
“Discovery of. such a situa- 
tion often leads to their being 


helped by a relief agency. If they 
have a job, that is a different mat- 
ter. Then they are faced with the 
law and the court can take them 
in hand and see that they con- 
tribute to the support of the family. 
The courts can’t compel @ man to 
return to live with his family. We 
receive hundreds of calls from agi- 
tated wives. ‘My husband has not 
been home for three days and some- 
thing dreadful must have happenea 
to him.’ In such case our first act 
is to determine if he has left her 
adequate financial support. If he 
has, very good. The wife is put 
through the routine of viewing un- 
identified bodies at the morgue and 
persons unidentified in the hospi- 


‘tals and observation ward, But the 


chances are the 
cleared out, a little mysteriously, 
but probably to avoid a final pain- 
ful leave-taking scene. We find 
him because it is virtually impos- 
sible for a man to break off all his 
contacts and associations. We re- 
port he has not met with foul play 
and she has no recourse except the 
divorce courts. Others’ reported 
missing usually are running away 
to escape debts and we have our 
methods of spotting them too.” 
About 30 per cent of the disap- 
pearing ones are runaway boys 


and girls. “We are getting plenty 
of these from the new  Fed- 
eral Transient Bureau. These bu- 


reaus in many cities,’ he added, 
“are a great help in clearing up 
missing person cases. It is so easy 
to travel these days. Youngsters 
stand along the highways and wig- 
gle their thumbs and a passing mo- 
torist will pick them up. We hada 
couple of girls not long ago who 
made a trip to Oklahoma City and 
back in two days. But fortunately 
the wandering homeless boy or zir!i 
is easily spotted. Some adult is al- 
most sure to take an interest and 
report them to the authorities and 
if anybody anywhere is interested 
in them, means are found to return 
them to their homes. Most runaway 


children report themselves sooner, 


or later. They get tired and home- 
sick and ask for help. Many per- 
sons reported missing turn up of 
their own accord, but they are al!! 
our cases until they are cleared up.”’ 

“How do you find people?” he was 


asked? “What is the method hy 
which so remarkably few’ escape 
detection?” 

“The technique is simple in 


theory though it is a rather tedious 
process,’ replied the Sergeant. 
“When a boy or girl is. reported 
missing a policewoman visits the 
bereaved home. There she makes 
a list of every known associate of 
the absent one. The school is vis- 
ited, the teacher interviewed. Are 
there any other children missing? 
Each known associate is_ inter- 
viewed and these usually lead to 
other associates the parents knew 
not of. Almost invariably one 
friend among them is found to 
know about the runaway’s plans 
and from there on the chase is 
usually swift and conclusive. Girls 
are easier to trail than boys be- 
cause no matter how secretly a girl 
makes her getaway, she has just 
had to confide in somebody her in- 
tentions and we can trace her after 
that. We are on the trail now of 
a girl who wrote back from Califor- 
nia to one of her old school friends. 

“In my seven years’ experience 
on this desk I never have known 
an authentic case of white slavery.” 
He turned to Policewoman Tillie 
Geisler, his first assistant, for con- 
firmation on. this point and _ she 
agreed. “Girls run away with boys 
and get into further trouble but I 
never have known of one who was 
forced into it.” 

“About the same system applies 
to adult disappearances,” he con- 
tinued. “A man may be running 
away from responsibilities or debts 
and hoping to form new contacts 
but it is virtually impossible for 
him to shake off all his old connec- 
tions. There are always friends, 
employers, business associates, 
bankers, who may have gained an 
inkling of intentions unsuspected 
at home. We keep in touch with 
these and sooner or later, if he is 
still in the city, he will be recog- 
nized and if he goes away he will 
write a letter and we get in touch 
with our correspondents in what- 
ever city he has gone to. A daily 
bulletin in which these cases are

circulates in 40 or 50 cities. We 
use the teletype and radio broad- 


cast locally.”

LWAYS the Sergeant spoke 
A svmpatneticany of his missing 

person cases. “We live into 
them,” was his way of expressing 
it. ‘‘We feel the anguish and dis- 
tress of homes voluntarily bereft 
even when the bereavement has 
been brought on by = nagging, 
quarreling and miserable conditions 
of the home abandoned. Often our 
work is only begun when the run- 
away is brought back. We are not 
supposed to do social work but we 
can direct the case to the right so- 
cial agency for adjustment, to the 
Domestic Relations and Juvenile 
Courts, to the Girls Protective As- 
sociation, the Big Sisters and Big 
Brothers. We had a case this 
morning which might have been 
taken over to the Children’s Build- 
ing but I did not want the child 
recorded as a delinquent. Such a 
record might have had a, bad ef- 
fect upon her future. The girl, 15 
years old was reported missing. 
She had taken a younger brother 


with her. He came home and gave 
clews by which we located the sis- 
ter. A policewoman had visited the 
home and found the girl had been 
the housekeeper in a motherless 
home where there were a lot of 
younger children. Her father, to 
keep her straight, as he thought, 
had been in the habit of beating 
her. He did not realize that times 
have changed and you can’t beat a 
girl who can go out and get a job 
and be independent. She had 
thought she was justified in jump- 
ing over the traces, When she was 
returned we tried to make the 
father see the error of his way and 
thought we had them reconciled 
though the policewoman continued 
to keep an eye on the household 
and they were told to report back 
any further difficulties. 


This morning the father came in 
with the story that the girl had 
lied to him about where she had 
been in her absence. Well, possi- 
bly she had lied, but he also had 
faults which he acknowledged. We 
put it up to the girl: would she 
rather go back to the hard work 
and the task of mothering the 
younger children or go to the Chil- 
dren’s Building with the possibility 
of being sent to the girls’ reforma- 
tory at Chillicothe. She chose to 
go home, and we hope we have con- 
vinced the father that for that rea- 
son she is not incorrigible. In that 
wav we try to do our bit toward 


The 7 per cent of cases that are 
not vet solved? Well, a few are ac- 
cidental deaths, drownings and the 
like, with no body ever found.

Dear Mrs. Post: I have found 
after much shopping that most 
salespeople of china stress the pur- 
chase of cream soups rather than 
soup plates. I realize the latter 
are used for formal entertaining, 
but like many other people today, 
my small apartment and lack of 
service make entertaining very sim- 
ple. From a practical standpoint 
would these cream soups be more 
sensible? What is the difference 
between a rimless soup plate and 
a “cream soup’? 

Answer: A “cream soup” cup is 
a present-day term for a very wide 
bouillon cup with handles, which 
is proper for thick as well as thin 
soup served at luncheon or at sup- 
per. Correctly speaking the pres- 
ence of soup in cups is proof that 
the meal is not dinner, therefore, 
cups cannot possibly be used at a 
“formal” dinner. The rimless soup 
plates are just what their name 
implies; they can be used for cereal 
and dessert, as well as for soup.
